In spite of the fact that Richmond has an estimated popu- 
iation increase of 11,243 during the last five years only 684 
homes and twenty-four apartment houses have been built here 
during that period. 

According to the figures which have been compiled by 
the RECORD-HERALD after an exhaustive search of the re- 
cords of the building inspector Richmond as a home com- 
munity has not been keeping up with its business develop- 
ment. 

During the same five years or from January 1, 1921 t 
December 31, 1925, 108 business houses have been built or 
nearly one business house to every six residences constructed. 

The figure of homes does not take into consideration the 
El Cerrito section of Mira Vista but that at its best has had 
about fifty homes built during the five -year period. Taking 
these fifty homes and the twenty-four apartment houses esti- 
mating each apartment house to have six apartments, we have 
878 new home available during the last five years. Consider- 
ing that the average family consists of five people which is 
a large family in this day and age we have 4,390 people. 

The estimated population increase from 1920 when the 
population was 16,843 until December 31, 1925 when the 
population was 28,086 is 11,243. - 

Figures compiled by the water, gas and electric com- 
panies, the schools and post office substantiate the 11,243 
population increase during the past five years. The number 
of business houses built, the increase in wealth and the in-.. 
crease in business again substantiate the.estimated increase. 


On the face of it the situations seems. to .be. that Rich- 


and commercial growth of the city., In’ other words a large 
number of those who are benefiting from Richmonds growth, 
are employed in the manufacturing plants here and are in 
other ways making their living are not living here but in other 
cities of the Eastbay. 

One solution that has been suggested as that a large 
number of houses and apartments in the city were vacant on 


ing the intervening five years and that there are not as many 
vacant houses in Richmond at the present time as there were 
on January |, 1921. 

The amount of residence building during these last five 
years as shown by figures at the office of the building in- 
spector are year by year: 1921, 61 costing $158,337.00; 
1922, 108, costing $379,408.00; 1923, 190, costing $610,- 
237.00; 1924, 134, costing $490,415.00; 1925, 190 cost- 
ing $679,000.00. A total of 684 homes costing $2,317,- 
928.00. * 

It will be noted that exactly as many houses were ‘built 
during the year 1923 as were in 1925, the cost of these same 
number of houses however was nearly $70,000 greater in 
1925 indicating that either a better type of home is being 
built or that the cost of building has increased more than 


During the five year period 2,302 building permits were 
secured for various purposes and buildings costing $4,799,- 
269.00 were constructed, about half of this amount being for ~ 
homes. The remaining permits were divided as follows: 
Miscellaneous, 1019 permits, $197,280.00; old work, repairs 
and alterations 428 permits $180,913.00; Business buildings, 
108 permits $807,212.00; public buildings, 24 permits_$750,- 
765.00; Apartments, 24 permits, $329,852.00; Industrial, 
14 permits, costing $570,039. The industrial figure is less 
than one tenth of this type of building however, as it is not 


necessary under the city building law to secure a permit for 
industrial buildings.

Morocco, and from there into Italy, 
with the result that today the Italians 
are the greatest tomato eaters in the 
world—next to the people of the 
United States. 


The name of the tomato is derived 
from the Mexican word, “tomatl.” 
When the Italians brought them from 
Morocco, they called the tomato 
“pomo dei Mori,” or “Moor apple.” 
And when the tomato got into France, 
the Italian name was Frenchified into 
“pomme d’amour,” or “apple of love.” 

{In England this was shortened to 
| “love-apple.” And by that name the 
tomato was known for a long time. 

Because they were so beautiful, peo- 
ple gréw them in their gardens for 
some two hundred years. But since 
the tomato belongs to the nightshade 
family, some members of which are 
poisonous, it was considered danger- 
ous to eat. Then, finally, somebody 
tried it—and nothing happened to 
him. And-so its popularity began. 
It was about 1830 that the tomato 
-began to be generally used in the 
United States. 

The popularity of this gorgeous- 
colored “love-apple”’ increased at a 
rapid rate, when it was discovered in 
how many ways it could be eaten— 
raw, stewed, fried, baked, as ketchup 
and chili sauce, and in delicious com- 
bination with various other foods. So 
well and widely was the tomato liked, 
| that it was the first vegetable to 
| receive the attention of the canning 
industry, which had started in Balti- 
more with the pitting up of oysters 
and other .sea foods. Today, it is 
‘canned in nearly every section of the 
. United States—in fact, always in the 
center of all tomato growing districts. 

In recent years, when scientists be- 
gan talking about those mysterious 
elements called vitamins, canned to- 
matoes were tested for their vitamin 
content and were found to have a 
very high percentage thereof. This 
discovery has made them extremely 
valuable from a health standpoint as 
well as ey those of. convenience and
